IT WAS A LESS than cheery Thanksgiving for 
nearly 100 truck drivers and dock workers 
at Lakeville Motor Express in Roseville. The 
unsuspecting employees found themselves 
locked out of their jobs last week — and stiffed 
on their paychecks. “Lakeville is out of cash 
and has no reserves to pay any amounts owed 
to employees or vendors at this time,” owner 
Kevin R Deming wrote to the Teamsters Local 
120 union. But union officials aren’t buying it. 
They insist the company’s new sister location. 
Finish Line Express (ELE) in Maple Grove, is 
actually the Lakeville Motor business, just 
under a new name and in a new location. And 
outside that location, you’ll find the workers 
Deming unceremoniously let go, picketing for 
the thousands of dollars they say Lakeville 
Motor Express owes them.

RENT HIKE 

Minneapolis tenants protest rent increases 
for moldy, bug-infested apartments 


J ason Quilling owns a cluster of apart¬ 
ment buildings in Minneapolis’ Lyn- 
dale neighborhood that are home to 
some 100 working-class families. 
This winter, he’s increasing rents by up 
to $125 a month. It’s a decision that spells 
possible eviction for residents who say they 
haven’t seen crucial fixes. 

Marta Pacheco and her 2-year-old 
daughter live in a QT Properties apartment 
that they keep clean and neat. But in their 
bedroom, a chunky, blackish mold has spread 
halfway across the ceiling. Tucked into 
crannies in their kitchen and bathroom 
are sticky pads covered with bugs. 

When Pacheco asked for maintenance 
last year, QT sent someone to simply cover 
up the mold with paint, she says. Records 
show that she complained again in early 
October. Nothing has yet been done. 

Her neighbor Abdi Dhimpil has a ceiling 
that drips whenever it rains. A video he took 


shows water bubbling out of the bathtub 
drain. It smells foul, he says. Dhimpil 
reported the issues in September. 

When tenants of Quilling’s buildings 
in the 3000 block of Pleasant Avenue 
South received notices of rent increases 
on November 3, they couldn’t understand 
why they had to pay more when they hadn’t 
seen any noticeable upgrades. They were 
afraid that it was already too late to find 
another place to live in a competitive rental 
market at a competitive time of year. Many 
Minneapolis rental agencies establish leases 
in November, but few allow tenants to move 
out during the winter months. 

Quilling says he appreciates his tenants’ 
hardships. But none of that is his fault, he 
says. He too has bills to pay: utilities and 
property taxes for the 350 units that he 
owns in Minneapolis. He wants to bring all 
of his properties closer to the market rate, 
around $800 to $900 for a one-bedroom.

The landlord blames Inquilinxs Unidxs 
por Justicia, atenants’rights advocacy group 
that specializes in helping Spanish speakers 
have a voice in their living conditions, for 
encouraging the residents of Pleasant 
Avenue to put up a fight. He insists that 
QT Properties has “taken care of every 
single work order that any of these people 
have called in.” 

“It’s really the city that has some questions 
thatthey needto answer,” Quillingsays. “The 
property taxes are a complete pass-on to the 


residents. If our taxes go up, who ultimately 
pays for that? That does get absorbed by 
the end users, which are the residents.” 

He gives his building at3021 Longfellow 
Ave. as an example of skyrocketingproperty 
taxes. That site is up 24 percent, he says. 

City records disagree. They show taxes 
for that property are only up 7 percent from 
last year. 

Tenants have just a few more days to sign 
a new lease. If they decline, they have until 
February I to vacate.-susAN du

The Good News from 
North High 

Kenzie O’Keefe gave up big money to become enriched 


enzie O’Keefe is lucky. This she 
knows. 

She attended St. Paul Academy 
a prestigious private school with 
a long list of distinguished alumnae and 
a hefty tuition price. After graduating in 
2008, she was off to Loyola Marymount 
University in Los Angeles, an equally 
lauded institution with triple the price tag. 

All that effort, time, and money was 
paying off by 2013, when O’Keefe landed 
a great job with a marketing consulting 
firm in Boulder, Colorado. It was the sort 
of place where teams of shrewd, well- 
educated people figure out how to influ¬ 
ence consumer decisions. 

The questions they tackled were bro¬ 
ken out into demographics: Why does a 
Hispanic mother buy this burger instead 
of that one? Will upper-middle-class kids 
drink Pepsi? 

Fortune 500 companies begged for their 
findings. Keep up with a job like that, and 
soon you’ll be raking in six figures, maybe 
starting your own firm. 

The people there were ‘lovely” O’Keefe 
says. And she hated it. 

“It was not something I wanted to make 
my life’s work. I didn’t feel good about it. 
I decided I wanted my allegiance not to 
be to one particular company’s agenda, 
but to truth-telling.” 

This noble call led O’Keefe back to the 
state of her birth and a job with Pillsbury 
United Communities. O’Keefe, 26, was 
hired as editor and publisher of North 


News, a monthly paper she puts together 
almost alone. Last month, she announced 
she’d stop putting “By Kenzie O’Keefe” on 
stories because it was getting redundant. 

She does have some help: the eight stu¬ 
dents in a newspaper class at Minneapolis 
North High, a five-days-a-week course 
that most of her students picked because 
they needed another elective and this one 
fit their schedules. 

O’Keefe and Samuel Wilbur, her co¬ 
teacher, might’ve lost the class from the 
outset if not for Daija Triplett, a 16-year- 
old junior who interned for O’Keefe over 
the summer. Sensing other kids were 
“bored,” Triplett raved about the stories 
she’d worked on, talking to people about 
minimum wage and grilling Minneapolis 
Public Schools Superintendent Ed Graff. 

“I talked about our community, and stuff 
we can change,” Triplett says. “That we 
can talk about stuff that’s actually going 
on. It kind of clicked. Now some stories 
I see some of them are doing, I feel like 
they’re better than mine.” 

Not that it’s easy. At 9:40 a.m. last Tues¬ 
day, O’Keefe welcomed sleepy-eyed teens 
to an overheated room and set about try¬ 
ing to drag their story assignments over 
the finish line by the Friday deadline. As 
O’Keefe and Wilbur worked with two boys, 
the other six kids pulled out their phones 
in unison. 

The boy O’Keefe was working with 
seemed disinterested: head down, head¬ 
phones in, a quick request to go to the 


bathroom, which O’Keefe treated with 
knowing suspicion. She wanted him to 
work on a paragraph. With unshaking 
patience, she urged him to read aloud, 
stopping after each line to give positive 
feedback. 

The next day, she called that same 
boy to the front of the class, where he 
stood — hands gripping the edges of a 
desk, leaning away from his laptop as if it 
might snap shut like a mousetrap — and 
read that same paragraph to the class. 
O’Keefe stood off to the side, beaming, 
her slender jawline hidden by the grin 
of the cat that ate the canary. 

Wilbur, a 30-year-old who looks like he 
just fell off Bon Iver’s tour bus, observes 
that the kids at North have a great sense 
for the vital elements of a dramatic nar¬ 
rative. They’re living it. 

“They’ve all experienced conflict to 
greater degrees than people in other 
schools or neighborhoods,” Wilbur says. 

The neighborhood’s still new to O’Keefe, 
who doesn’t remember ever visiting this 
part of town during her childhood. When 
a lot of people think of the “news” from 
North, they think sirens, handcuffs, a 
zipped-up body bag. 

She thinks of Jovonta Patton, “liter¬ 
ally one of the best gospel singers in the 
world,” or Houston White’s thriving 
“Black Excellence” apparel line, or the 
West Broadway Business and Area Coali¬ 
tion, a tiny collective reviving their little 
corner of the world. 




“The North Side is only going to be 
strong if all of us care,” she says. 

Triplett, who joined her teacher the 
other night to cover the one-year anniver¬ 
sary of Jamar Clark’s death, says telling 
stories can help correct the perception of 
North as a “ghetto.” To her, it’s home, a 
neighborhood like any other, where her 
mom gets up every day to drive to work 
as a supervisor for Target corporate. 

Triplett wants to go into something 
related to criminal justice. And now, maybe 
journalism. 

“If there’s a person willing to help or 
make it better,” Triplett says, “it’s always 
a good time for change.” 

There is such a person racing around 
the neighborhood’s streets to meet people, 
brightening the hallways of its school, 
and trying to help tell its story. 

Most of O’Keefe’s classmates from St. 
Paul Academy are miles and miles away 
now, making big money — the kind she 
turned down to come churn out a com¬ 
munity newspaper, sometimes with the 
help of eight teenagers. It’s a lot of hard 
work. She feels lucky. 03

Mercifully, cocktail culture has returned to a kind of equilibrium, 
like a perfectly made three-rum daiquiri. You may now order a 
vodka soda without the sting of a judgmental eyebrow 
raise. Your bartender will not insist that you call him 
C H A E L a “mixologist” anymore. He’ll even lovingly smash a 

U L D E R cherry and orange in that old-fashioned if you desire. 

Best of all, bartenders are rememberingthat Joe Drinker 
frequents bars to have a good time, not for a crash course 
in exotic tinctures (much as we love that stuff). There’s a renewed 
focus on making refined, approachable drinks that people love 
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instead of the elixirs bartenders love 
to nerd out on. 

Let us celebrate this return to relaxed 
refinement. These 11 unpretentious 
cocktails are the handiwork of Twin 
Cities barmen and women letting their 
hair down and making drinking fun 
again.

Few things can make totally sophisti¬ 
cated adults squeal the way ice cream 
cocktails can. And why shouldn’t they? 
The liquored brain-freezers combine an 
all-American childhood treat with the 
numbing alcohol required to survive 
adulthood. Too often, however, the 
booze becomes an afterthought. Not 
so at Hi-Lo Diner. In this dessert worth 
ordering first, the rock-star nouveau 
diner mashes up an Irish coffee and a 
milkshake to great effect. Two quality 
Irish whiskeys — including the stern, 
smoky Connemara, which is more in

line with an Islay scotch — anchor the 
concoction, which is harmoniously blan¬ 
keted with cold-press coffee and vanilla ice 
cream. A magnificent and wholly unnec¬ 
essary bruleed Connemara marshmallow 
serves as a sweet, sticky garnish. We dare 
you not to smile while chomping into a 
whiskey marshmallow.

If any serious Twin Cities cocktail joint’s 
been saddled with a too-precious rep, fairly 
or unfairly, it’s Marvel. But the high-minded 
drink shakers prove their hearts are light 
with the appropriately named Candycane. 
This whimsical daiquiri riff is a sweet 
tooth’s delight: A decent budget white 
rum is mixed with lime juice and a mess 


of Jolly Ranchers, blended in a Vitamix, 
and served over an ice sphere. Inhaling 
its walloping bouquet is like sticking your 
face into a newly opened bag of the sticky 
faux-fruit candy, presaging a sipper that 
borders on saccharine. (Aback of Hamm’s 
to cut the sweetness wouldn’t hurt.) This 
isn’t the kick you’d expect from the bar 
once S 5 mon 5 mious with “hyper dilution,” 
and that (and its relative value at $9) is 
the Candycane’s charm.

Its breezy silver 
rum base is aided by a Dolin Dry vermouth 
backbone, which lends long drinks like 
this depth and body, and zip-ties the hints 
of vanilla, herbal Benedictine, and creep¬ 
ing habanero.

MT Noodles is a Vietnamese strip-mall wonder

nh Bui is a chef. Period. 

Sure, she’s also a grandmother, 
but she doesn’t have time to 
spend with her grandchildren 
outside of the restaurant. 

And, yes, she sometimes takes days off, 
but she has no idea what to do with herself 
Days off make her very unhappy, in fact. 

Also, she’s a wife, but the kind who 
nursed her husband back from cancer 
with the nourishment of pho broth. He’s 
been in remission for 22 years. 

“We know her almost exclusively 
through her cooking,” says Yen Bui, 
daughter-in-law and devout assistant 
to Anh. 

Anh’s restaurant, MT Noodles, is an 
unassuming strip-mall wonder out in the 
depths of Brooklyn Park, the kind you’ve 
driven past a thousand times and perhaps 


haven’t thought to visit. 

The restaurant isn’t a financial 
imperative for the family. But the family 
knows how crucial it is for their matriarch, 
Anh, to cook. She learned the craft from 
her mother, and now that she’s getting 
older, she’s beseeched her family to help 
her with her life’s work, as it’s not as easy 
as it once was. So the children and their 
spouses (an occupational therapist, a nurse, 
an IT manager, and a software engineer) all 
rotate shifts on their evenings and days off 

But make no mistake: There is only 
one chef. 

“I think of her like an artist. And with 
artists, there is always some irrationality. 
Everything has to be just perfect,” says 
Yen. She has known her husband’s mother 
for “a very longtime,” and yet, she simply 
cannot describe her mother-in-law outside 
of the context of the restaurant. “She’s 
crazy passionate about cooking, and it’s 


just the thing that makes her happy. She’s 
so good at it. It’s just what she does.” 

She comes beaming out of the kitchen 
when she catches wind of how pleased we 
are with her cooking. Her smile is a marvel. 
A shining half moon of pride and honor. 

Anh arrived in Minnesota in 1980. She 
was 25 and instantly got to work doing 
what she does best, running kitchens at 
Vietnamese restaurants all over town, 
including Vina and Vina Plus. But MT 
Noodles is her masterwork. She’s an artist, 
and her art is as taut as that of any maestro. 

Named after the southerly Vietnamese 
city My Tho, MT maintains a menu of 
carefully curated Bui family favorites, from 
daily meals to special occasion dishes. If 
you’re on a constant search for the most 
“authentic” Vietnamese eating experience, 
visit here. 

The crowning glory of this kitchen and 
seemingly everyone’s favorite preparation

is the broken rice with grilled marinated 
pork, shredded barbecue pork, steamed 
egg loaf, Chinese sausage, and a shrimp 
in a beancurd wrap. Never heard of it? 
Me either. 

But ask a Vietnamese grandparent about 
it, and their eyes just might light up. 

“You can’t get it anywhere else in 
Minnesota,” says Michael Bui, son of 
Anh, IT manager by day and restaurant 
Jack-of-all-trades by night. 

The dish is one of the reasons 
Vietnamese diners b3^ass so many other 
Twin Cities restaurants in order to get to 
MT. Something of a “home recipe,” it’s 
made with the type of rice named after

the leftover broken pieces of rice that 
Vietnamese rice farmers couldn’t sell, 
so they ate it themselves. The shredded 
barbecue pork is served room temperature 
or almost chilled, and the Chinese sausage 
offers a salty edge to balance the dish. 

The egg loaf, sometimes also called 
meatloaf, reminds me of a frittata, the 
eggs incorporated with a little shrimp, 
pork, bean thread, and scallion. It’s 
steamed and cut into 
squares; it’s eggy, fluffy, 
and comforting. The 
eggroll doppelganger 
at the edge of the plate 
is actually Tau Hu Ky, 
a handmade tofu crepe 
with an airy stuffing of 
minced shrimp. The 
price for the entirety? 

$12.95. And it comes 
out piping hot. 

“If food sits for even a few minutes, it 
has to go,” says Yen, familiar with Anh’s 
admonishments to get food on the table 
instantly. Dine at MT for any amount of 
time, and you’ll become familiar with their 
admonishments to eat things while they re 
crispy and hot. 

Eat the Banh Xeo, or Vietnamese Crepe, 
while it is still bracingly fresh and lacy at 
the edges, and you’ll see why. An omelet 
so light you could hold it to the light and 
see through it like a doily obscures a light 
smattering of al dente shrimp and bean 
sprouts within. Break off a hunk, tuck it 
into a lettuce leaf, and finish it with a ladle 
of fish sauce. It’s the ideal hot-weather 
bite that will have you looking askance 
at spring rolls. 

But don’t look askance too long, because 
at MT, you get to roll your own. A family- 
size portion of fresh noodles, house-made 
grilled pork sausage or seasoned beef 
rolled in betel leaf (they look like little 
dolmades), and a garden’s worth of fresh 


herbs and vegetables arrive with a little 
caddy: raw spring roll wrappers on one 
side, warm water on the other. It’s great, 
interactive fun. Don’t worry if you don’t 
know how, the crew will gladly give you 
a demo. 

Many of the preparations are so generous 
they come to the table on cafeteria trays or 
bamboo platters instead of plates, though 
prices are nevertheless competitive with 
whatever Vietnamese 
restaurant you know 
and love. The house 
eggrolls are slender, 
two-bite affairs, eight 
to a plate, crackling 
beneath every bite. It 
makes your fingers 
ache to consider the 
work that goes into 
the daily enterprise 
of them. 

Banh mi get a swipe of garlicky, 
herbaceous green butter, which I’ve never 
had on any other sandwich of its kind, and 
now I want my banh mi no other way. The 
fried chicken rivals any in the state, but 
here it comes as only one part of a more 
elaborate egg noodle soup with sliced 
pork, two kinds of broth, and a shrimp 
wonton, pretty as a rosette. 

Every sauce is made by hand, including 
the ubiquitous little pot of chile oil, the 
shrimp paste sauce, and the plum sauce. 

Even Anh’s children aren’t privy to 
many of the recipes, but we’re relieved 
to know that son Denny works by her 
side in the kitchen, picking up technique 
so it may endure. 

Though the menu at MT is a refreshing 
and tightly focused 35 or so items long 
(this is not an all-things-for-all-people 
place), it would take a lifetime to unlock 
all of the secrets within. 

But to do so is to unlock the secrets of 
an artist. 03

Born into poverty on December 9,1916, 
Kirk Douglas was the son of Jewish 
immigrants from Russia who spent 
his childhood scrambling around 
the streets of NYC in search of work 


before dedicating himself to acting. 
Guided by an unwavering sense of 
self-determination, Douglas would 
work his way through college and 
serve in the Navy during WWII before 
achieving success on the stage and then 
onscreen.

Brad Pitt and Marion Cotillard go undercover m Allied

A ll’s fair in love and war, but is it 
really? What about when those 
two world-shaking events are 
intertwined? 

Such is the question at the heart of 
Allied, a World War II drama that’s impos¬ 
sible to look at through the same apolitical 
lens we might have before November 8. 
I saw the film, which stars Brad Pitt and 
Marion Cotillard as two spies who find 
love during wartime, the night after the 
election. Suffice it to say it wasn’t quite 
the escapist pick-me-up I was hoping for. 

Which isn’t to say that Robert Zem¬ 
eckis’ romantic thriller is without its 
magic. Though hardly an effects-driven 
spectacle in the vein of Contact or 
Beowulf, Alliedhas its high-tech moments: 
Watch for a party in London that gets 
interrupted when the sky goes black 


with German bombers. One of them is 
shot down — God save the king! — and 
then plummets toward the partygoers, 
like slow-moving deadweight seeking 
to claim more casualties as its last act. 

Just as thrilling is the sequence that 
finds Pitt and Cotillard, on an under¬ 
cover mission in Morocco, waiting for 
their cue and filling their high-ranking 
Third Reich targets with bullets. (Say 
what you will about Pitt, but he’s good 
at killing Nazis.) 

Perhaps on pure adrenaline, the two 
partners who’ve only recently met (he’s a 
Canadian, she’s from France) wed shortly 
thereafter and relocate to England. 

It’s no coincidence that Casablanca is 
the setting for their meet-cute —Allied 
aspires to an old-fashioned atmosphere, 
and Cotillard especially is at home in the 
antiquated milieu. She’s always had the 
look of one of those untouchable Hol¬ 


lywood stars of yore, the kind whose 
otherworldly presence was enhanced 
by coating the camera lens in vaseline. 

Like so many of those starlets, Cotillard 
is here playing a kind of femme fatale. 
The frailty in her voice is matched by a 
ferocity in her eyes, and every time one 
of her marks averts his gaze we can see 
her subtly calculate her next move. That 
cerebral cunning is matched by her beau, 
and once they’re out of Casablanca their 
shared life is one of relative bliss. 

Then Pitt’s higher-ups come to him 
with concerns about her true loyalties. 
He’s forced to go on yet another covert 
op — this one concerning the mother 
of his child. 

“Being good at this kind of work is not 
very beautiful,” she says at one point. It’s 
just one of the many grim pronounce¬ 
ments uttered by these potentially star- 
crossed lovers. Part of the reason why

Allied works so well as a romance is 
because both halves of this fractured 
whole approach their union with the 
C 3 micism their profession demands. What 
makes an effective spy isn’t necessarily 
what makes a devoted spouse. 

And yet we want nothing but love to 
conquer all. Zemeckis, who’s long blended 
a forward-thinking use of special effects 
with a classicist’s focus on storytelling, can’t 
have known that his movie would make 
landfall in an especially divided nation, one 
desperately seeking a happy ending. He does 
know how to both please and manipulate 
a crowd, though, and ultimately A//zed is 
a double agent of sorts: It walks the thin 
red line between agony and ecstasy, never 
showing its true colors until the end. 03

The Lion in Winter revels in a royal holiday mess

I t’s easy to describe The Lion in Winter in 
terms of TV dramas: It has the setting 
of Game of Thrones, the inheritance 
battle of Empire, and the fast-paced 
verbal g 5 mmastics of Gilmore Girls. 

Set designers Christopher Ash and the 
Tony-winning Beowulf Boritt have created 
a stunning installation for the Guthrie’s 
production of James Goldman’s 1966 play 
about one of the least relaxing Christmas 
breaks in history. With lavish costumes by 
Karen Perry, a percussive soundscape by 
Amadon Jaeger, and d 5 mamic lighting by 
Clifton Taylor, thisLzbn is a wonder to behold. 

A four-ton timber tower, topped with 
254 LED candles, rotates in place on the 
McGuire Proscenium Stage as King Henry 
II (Kev 5 m Morrow) and his feuding fam¬ 
ily members chase each other through a 
spiraling series of rooms. To emphasize the 
isolation of this frigid fraternity, snow falls 
into drifts that pile up around the tower. 

Welcome to English-ruled territory 
in France, circa 1183. The king of France 
(David Pegram) has come to demand that 
Henry make good on a promise to unite the 
empires by wedding French princess Alais 
(Thallis Santesteban, bitterly independent) 
to Henr/s heir. 

That presents multiple problems for 
Henry. For one thing, he and his wife, 
Eleanor (Laila Robins), don’t agree on 
whether the next king should be brave 
Richard (Torsten Johnson), clever Geof¬ 
frey (Michael Hanna), or Henry’s personal 
favorite, young John (Riley O’Toole). For 
another thing, Henry is himself smitten

with Alais, and the two are openly lovers. 

In true Festivus spirit, the family mem¬ 
bers commence to air their grievances: who 
lied, who cheated, who Mother loved best. 

Moriarty’s production emphasizes the 
farcical absurdity of the situation, getting 
big laughs with behind-the-tapestry she¬ 
nanigans and dryly despairing one-liners. 
Too often, though, the cast members gal¬ 
lop through their exchanges rather than 
taking time to chew on Goldman’s acidic 
dialogue. Much of the characterization feels 
told, not shown, and the show never fully 
lives up to the promise of its eye-popping 
production design. 

Still, there’s a lot to admire here. Pegram 
is a standout as a teenage monarch who 
relishes, with an almost eerie dignity, the 
advantage of his youth. Hanna makes a 
strongimpression, givingthe indignant Geof¬ 
frey the makings of a classic villain. Morrow 
and Robins have a nicely resigned rapport, 
though neither summons the authority to 
truly command the stage. 

While the cast spend most of the show 
scattered throughout the tower’s expanse, 
the conclusion brings them all together in a 
wine-cellar-turned-dungeon. The subter¬ 
ranean reservoir becomes the venue for 
a session of long-delayed family therapy 
— with swords, of course. When it came 
to backstabbing, medieval monarchs had 
no time for metaphors. 03

usic fans rarely judge the health 
of their local scene based on 
chart success. We like to think 
that at the heart of Minnesota 
music are the punk bands, indie rappers, and 
club DJs who never make it onto commer¬ 
cial radio stations. Then again. Prince. And 
he’s just the best-known of our homegrown 
pop stars. You just might be surprised at 
which local songs cracked the Billboard 
Top 40 (and which didn’t) over the past 
seven decades. In the spirit of 101.3 KDWB’s 
Jingle Ball blowout (Monday, Xcel), here’s 
a brief, mostly comprehensive history of 
our state’s pop-music exports. 

THE ANDREWS SISTERS - "BEI MIR BIST DU 
SCHON (MEANS THAT YOU’RE GRAND)” (1938) 

Peak: No. 1 

Only in America: Three Greek-Norwegian 
gals from Minneapolis came to epitomize 
middle American caucasity by singing a 
Yiddish pop tune that songwriter Sammy 
Cahn swiped from its composer and rewrote 
in English after hearing it performed by a 
black vaudeville duo. With this dollop of 
melting-pot pop, the Sisters earned the first- 
ever gold record for a female singing group. 

THE TRASHMEN - "SURFIN’ BIRD” (1963) 

Peak: No. 4 

Decades before sampling or mash-ups 
existed, these local surf-garage faves illic¬ 
itly distilled two nonsense songs by the 
Rivingtons — “Papa-Oom-Mow-Mow” 
and “The Bird’s the Word” — into two and 
a half minutes of rock ’n’ roll at its most 
sublimely obnoxious, capped by drummer 
Steve Wahrer’s masterfully nonsensical 
breakdown. 

BOB DYLAN - "LIKE A ROLLING STONE” (1965) 

Peak: No. 2 

We don’t think of Bobby as a Top 40 pop 
star, and for sure he didn’t regularly storm 
the charts even in his prime — he had only 
four Top 10 hits, and only with “Rainy Day 
Women #12 & 35” would he again climb 
this high. But one of the astounding things 
about this six-minute apocal 3 T>tic rant is 
that radio played it day after day, though 
not as much as the Beatles’ “Help!,” which 
blocked Dylan from reaching No 1. 

THE CASTAWAYS - "LIAR, LIAR” (1965) 

Peak: No. 12 

For every Dylan or Prince on this list, there 


are a few one-hit wonders — musicians 
whose sole moment of brilliance earned 
them a place in history. One of the all-time 
great garage-rock nuggets was recorded 
right here in town and released on local 
label Soma Records, featuring a killer, off- 
kilter organ lick and a demented falsetto 
vocal from guitarist Robert Folschow. 

LIPPS INC. - "FUNKYTOWN” (1980) 

Peak: No. 1 

Producer Steven Greenberg’s intricate 
new-wave/disco confection is, ironically 
enough, about ditching the Minneapple 
for the Big one — and just as Prince was 
reimagining his hometown as the center 
of all that is funky, no less. “Funkytown” 
was a truly international hit, topping the 
charts in 28 countries, which was a record 
for the next quarter century. 

PRINCE AND THE REVOLUTION- 

"WHEN DOVES CRY” (1984) 

Peak: No. 1 

Yeah, you knew we’d get around to this 
guy eventually, right? The biggest of his 
five No. 1 songs dominated popular music 
in 1984, topping the charts for five weeks, 
and it’s as otherworldly a pop hit as “Like 
a Rolling Stone.” Only Van Halen’s “Jump” 
was No. 1 for as many weeks that year, and 
Prince got in another two chart-topping 
weeks with “Let’s Go Crazy.” 


THE JETS - "CRUSH ON YOU” (1986) 

Peak: No. 3 

As squeaky-clean as Prince was filthy ’n’ 
funky, the oddest Minneapolis-based pop 
phenomenon of the ’80s was the Wolf- 
gramms, a Mormon family from the Poly¬ 
nesian island of Tonga, named for an Elton 
John song, who had five lightweight, usually 
danceable Top 10 hits in just two years. 
Once their pop moment was over, they 
reconfigured themselves as a gospel group. 

ALEXANDER O’NEAL - "FAKE” (1987) 

Peak: No. 25 

Jimmy Jam and Terry Lewis are best known 
for their work with Janet Jackson, but 
maybe the purest expression of the Flyte 
lyme aesthetic came via the hits of this 
manly growler, who was the original lead 
singer of the Time (before he ran afoul of 
Prince). In its way, the duo’s architecture 
of hard-hitting electronic rhythms proved 
more influential than Prince’s more mer¬ 
curial, sui generis creations. 

INFORMATION SOCIETY - "WHAT’S ON 

YOUR MIND (PURE ENERGY)” (1988) 

Peak: No. 3 

These Macalester College Anglophiles 
derived their name from Orwell and their 
sound from New Order, and they built this 
smash dance hit from a Leonard Nimoy 
sample and a Latin freestyle drum pattern. 
Information Society had moved to New 


York City by the time this jam arrived on 
the charts, but their previous single was 
released right here in Minneapolis by indie 
label Twin/Tone Records (Replacements, 
Suburbs). 

THE TIME - "JERK OUT” (1990) 

Peak: No. 9 

Admit it Of course you thought their biggest 
hit was “Jungle Love.” So did I. But the stats 
don’t lie. Morris Day and the gang broke 
into the Top 10 once and only once, with 
a revamped version of a nearly decade- 
old song that Prince originally wrote and 
recorded for their debut. What Time Is 
It? Of course you think “Jungle Love” is 
better. So do I. But admit it: Jesse’s guitar 
solo smokes. 

MINT CONDITION - "BREAKIN’ MY HEART 
(PRETTY BROWN EYES)” (1991) 

Peak: No. 6 

This St. Paul R&B band never charted 
higher than on their first hit, a ballad 
grounded in a slick, virtuosic groove 
and powered by an impassioned Stok- 
ley Williams vocal. With support from 
a loyal fanbase, they’ve soldiered on for 
a decade and a half since then, standard 
bearers for a kind of career-mindedness 
and musicianship that’s rare in commer¬ 
cially successful R&B. 

SOUL ASYLUM - "RUNAWAY TRAIN” (1993) 

Peak: No. 5 

Soul Asylum hit their stride in the wake 
of Nirvana and Pearl Jam and the rise of 
the alternative-rock radio format. That 
timing allowed them to achieve commer¬ 
cial success the classic Minnesota indie 
bands of the ’80s could only dream of — 
despite a big push from their label, the 
Replacements’ biggest hit, “I’ll Be You,” 
stalled at No. 51. 

NEXT - "TOO CLOSE” (1997) 

Peak: No. 1 

R.L., T-Low, and Tweet sang in voices so 
sweet and guileless you might not have 
realized at first how dirty their signature 
hit was. “I feel a little bump cornin’ through 
on you,” sings (remarkably unperturbed) 
guest vocalist Vee of Koffee Brown. ‘You’re 
making it hard on me,” the fellas chime back. 
“Hard” is a play on words — it means “dif¬ 
ficult,” of course, but it also refers to a penis 
that has become erect because it has been

JIM JAMES 

State Theatre, Thursday 12.1 
My Morning Jacket frontman Jim James’ 
second solo album. Eternally Even, came 
out shortly before Election Day; James 
had earlier declared it would speak to the 
issues in “these absolutely insane times.” 
His comment nailed the last bit, but EE’s 
l 5 rrics are mostly obscure, usually opting 
for an amorphous yearning for peace and 
love. Oddly, that fits the tone of the music, 
an often brooding, sometimes unsettling, 
constantly shapeshifting array of elegant 
textures — a trippy experiment in vintage 
psychedelia, soul, and funk. On the opening 
“Hide in Plain Sight,” sweeping clouds of 
organ, strings, and synthesized luminescence 
drift. Then, following juicy bass dollops 
and slippery grooves, James’ languid vocals 
splash around in pools of mercurial soul.

The 
Lakeland, Minnesota, teen released this song 
shortly after being diagnosed with terminal 
cancer. “Clouds” didn’t get much radio play, 
but it was abig YouTube hit (13 million views 
at press time), and got an unexpected chart 
boost thanks to Billboard’s 2013 decision to 
begin counting views on that video site in 
evaluating a song’s popularity. 03 
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centric, and 2009’s Blood of Man was more 
rock-oriented. His latest, this year’s Wild 
Dark Metal, gets the job done in various 
ways, whether it’s with something smooth 
and steady (the poppy melodies of “Old 
Daze,” the elegant fingerpicking of “Future 
King”) or something more aggressive (the 
shadowy sindNebrasha-esque “Everglades,” 
the rollicking “Two Dollar Man”).

MICHAEL KIWANUKA 

Cedar Cultural Center, Sunday 12.4 
Michael Kiwanuka has a classic soul voice 
that’s been compared to music giants of the

Isaac Hayes, the list goes on. It’s one thing 
to warrant surface comparisons to those 
legends, but Kiwanuka seems well on his way 
tobackingthemup. The 29-year-old London 
native’s early EPs were good enough to lead 
to his victory in the 2012 BBC Sound poll 
over the likes of Skrillex and Frank Ocean. 
He then elevated his sound to another level 
entirely with his sophomore album, July’s 
Love St Hate. Made with producers Danger 
Mouse and Inflo, it’s an intricate, towering 
achievement assisted by a couple dozen 
session musicians, initially sweeping the 
listener away with the 10-minute opener 
“Cold Little Heart.”
